‘Tis the Divinity which stirs within us." Coriolanus was Kemble’s 
best eharacter, and, if possible, a finer subject for the sculptor than 
Cato, but probably: the passage alladed to oceasioned Cato to be pre- 
ferred, as more suited to the sacred solemnity of the Abbey than 
Coriolanus, though the latter being one of Shakspeare’s best drawn 
characters should have been associated with the memory of Kemble, 
whose professional devotion to this immortal bard was not surpassed 
by even Garrick or any other actor.
